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FOR CAPITOL HILL 


U.N. and Communist 
Forces Both Pound 
Crest With Artillery 
Barrages—Five MIGs 
Knocked Out of Air. 


SEOUL, Sept, 8 (AP)—Chinese 
and South Korean infantrymen 
battled fiercely tenight for control 
of Capitol hill amid bursting shells 
from tremendous United Nations 
and Communist artillery barrages. 


An American combat officer re- 
ported the fighting was largely 
hand-to-hand — “with bayonets, 
fists, grenades, satchel-charges, 
daggers and clubs.” 

He said no one controlled the 
crest of the central front height 
because of the heavy artillery bar- 
rages from both sides. 

Driven From Crest. 

The Eighth Army earlier had 

reported that the South Koreans 

. who in three days have attacked 
five times in the face of artillery 
fire—had reached the top only to 
be driven off an hour later. 

The American said that U.N. ar- 
tillery ruined two Red battalions. 
One was caught in a ravine behind 
Capitol hill and the other was 
moving down a draw when Allied 
artillery zeroed in on them. 

The Fifth Air Force said its 
Sabre jet pilots knocked five 
MIGs out of the air today and 
damaged five others in battles 
near the Manchurian border. 

The air victories increased the 
September bag of Russian-built 
MIGs to 22 destroyed, one prob- 
ably destroyed and 15 damaged. 
This pace is well ahead of the 

‘record 44 MIGs destroyed in 
April. 
Ex-St. Louisan Cited. 

Two of the MIGs reported shot 

down today were credited to jet 
‘ace Maj. Frederick Blesse of Rich- 
mond, Va., and Phoenix, Ariz.

4 AIR RAID SIRENS 
TO BE TESTED IN 
PARK TOMORROW 


Four air raid sirens will be 
tested in Forest Park, beginning 
at 11 a.m. tomorrow, in an effort 
to select the type to be installed 
in the city by the Office of Civil 
Defense. 

The test site will be at McKin- 

ley drive and Clayton road, about 
one-half mile west of the old 
Mounted Police Station, where 
testing equipment will be in- 
stalled. Testing will be for vol- 
ume of sound and tone, and it is 
exepected the sirens will be heard 
over a considerable area in the 
western section of the city to- 
morrow. 
Civil Defense plans call for in- 
stallation of 127 sirens in St.

companies,” he said. “In addi- 
tion, I appointed a tax subcom- 
mittee for the Senate Small Busi- 
econ age oo has — 
earings throughout country. 

“As a result of much valuable 
testimony obtained from small 
business men themselves, we shall 
be in a position to make con-| 
structive recommendations to the 
new Congress convening in Janu- 
ary further to ease the levies on 
small companies, especially those 
taxes which tend to impede 
growth and expansion.” 

Not Aimed at Big Business. 

Sparkman emphasized that the 
program of federal aid to small 
firms does not embody any plot 
to destroy big business. 

“There must be no penalties on 
size,” he declared. “So far as their 
economic rights and opportunities 
are concerned, I can see no dis- 
tinction between a company with 
assets of $50,000,000 and a com- 
pany with assets of $50,000. Amer- 
ica needs them both. It just so 
happens that the Democratic 
party through its elected repre- 
sentatives in Congress does not 
intend to see the $50,000 company 
get pushed around.” 

Asserting that small firms are 
capable of holding their own when 
“given half a break,” he told the 
council: 

“One of your own members re- 
cently outbid larger companies; 
and came up with a $2,000,000 
contract from. the Corps of Engi- 
neers. And you know that that 
piece of defense business was not 
handed to this company on any 
silver platter. They had to work 
for it.” 

The contract he referred to 
was an order given the Hazelton 
Engineering Co. of Webster 
Groves for fence posts to support 
barbed-wire entanglements. 

Indorses Symington, Others. 

Sparkman indorsed the candi- 
dacies of Stuart Symington for 
United States Senator and Frank 
Karsten, Donald McClanahan and 
Mrs. John B,. Sullivan for Con- 
gress. 

The vice-presidential candidate 
came here form Tulsa, Okla., 
where he remarked that the Re- 
publicans could send him a pair 
of shoes because he, like his run- 
ning mate, has a hole in his shoe. 
“Today we can joke about holes 
in our shoes,” he said. “In 1932, 
when the Republicans were in 
power, nobody would have dared 
laugh at someone else for having 
a hole in his shoe.”

GEN, NAGUIB TAKES 
OVER AS EGYPT'S 
PREMIER, SEIZES 
AT IN POLITICS 


Army Strong Man 
Brushes Aside Aly Ma- 
her, Picks Civilian 
Cabinet and Acts to 
Speed Reforms.

CAIRO, Sept. 8 (AP)—Egypt’s 
new Premier, Maj. Gen, Moham- 
med Naguib, called the first meet- 
ing of his cabinet today to speed 


the reforms he has avowed will 
follow his weekend sweep to 
power, 

The 5l-year-old army strong 
man, who ousted ex-King Farouk 
six weeks ago, moved swiftly and 
without bloodshed yesterday to 
consolidate the army’s grip on the 
country. As he brushed aside for- 
mer Premier Aly Maher, took over 
the premiership and swore in a 
new cabinet, the army rounded up 
47 leading politicians, princes and 
friends of the royal family. 

Among those arrested were for- 
mer Premiers Ahmed Hilaly and 
Abrahim Abdel Hadi and ex-Inte- 
rior Minister Fuad Serag Eddin. 
Eddin is boss of Egynt’s dominant 
political party—the nationalistic 
Wafdists. | 

Ex-King’s Cousin Seized. 

Also taken in the army dragnet 
were Prince Abbas Halim and 
Prince Said Halim, both third 
cousins of Farouk, and Abdullah 
Sadek and Mostafa Sadek, uncles 
of ex-Queen Narriman. -. 

The new Premier—the seventh 
since January—swore he would 
tackle three main jobs—‘‘a purge 
of the political setup, enforce- 
ment of a limitation on land own- 
ership and a curbing of the sky- 
rocketing cost of living.” 

An army spokesman said Na- 
guib would resign as soon as 
normal parliamentary rule is re- 
stored after forthcoming elections 
are held, not later than February. 

Naguib kept his post as com- 
mander in chief of Egypt’s armed 
forces but picked a cabinet of 
civilians, indicating he probably 
will not depend entirely on 
soldiers’ bayonets to push through 
his program. ~~ 

Three Seasoned Technicians. 

Three of his new ministers are 
seasoned technicians who were in 
the outgoing government. Promi- 
nent among them is Abdul Guelil 
el Emary, an able economist, who 
will remain as finance minister. 
In political circles this was looked 
on as a sign Naguib will continue 
along the main lines of his pre- 
decessor’s financial polity. 

In the new cabinet are six 
members of the anti-British Na- 
tionalist party and a member of 
the militant Moslem Brotherhood. 
The two factions were the only 
ones not involved in yesterday’s 
arrests. 

It was too soon to forecast 
how their influence might affect 
the new cabinet’s relations with 
the West. Egypt’s demands that 
Britain evacuate its forces from 
the Suez Canal Zone and the 
Sudan have kept British-Egyptian 
affairs in a critical state since 
last year. 

As the military boss behind 
Egypt's civil government since 
July, Naguib has maintained, 
however, that Egypt’s internal 
difficulties had to be straightened 
out before the country’s foreign 
problems could be tackled. 


Dissatisfied With Maher. 

For several weeks it had been 
reported he was dissatisfied with 
Maher’s cautious policy toward 
the army’s program of economic 
reforms and a political clean-up. 
Egyptian political parties—most 
of them under charges of wide- 
spread graft—repeatedly had been 
wamed by Naguib and Maher to 
purge themselves. They showed 
little response. The powerful 
Wafdist party has been under 
particularly heavy fire. 

At dawn: yesterday the army 
moved quietly and efficiently in 
carrying out its mass arrests, and 
Cairo remained outwardly calm. 

Those picked up were held at 
the Military Secondary School, 
where several members of Fa- 
rouk’s palace clique also are 
awaiting investigation and even- 
tual trial. An army spokesman 
said a committee will start hear- 
ings within two days, and those 
“found guilty” will be tried in 
civil courts. 

At noon yesterday Naguib went 
on the army-contrdiled radio to 
explain that the army had been 
forced to act because its warnings 
against corruption had not been 
heeded. It was announced a few 
hours later that Maher had re- 
signed and Naguib himself had 
been asked by the Regency Coun- 
cil to form a new cabinet. 

Limit on Land Ownership. 

Political informants today said 
one of the first actions of the new 
government will be to enact legis- 
lation limiting the ownership of 
agricultural land to 200 acres per 
person, a major change in Egypt’s 
centuries-old feudal economy.

CLEVELAND, Sept. 8 (AP)—

dential nomination. 

Just about every prominent 
Ohio Republican—with the excep- 


tion of Taft himself—greeted him | try 


at the Cleveland airport. 

Even the G.O.P. vice presiden- 
tial candidate, Senator Richard 
Nixon of California, was there, 
but his presence was purely co- 
incidence. His Nebraska-bound 
plane had stopped for fuel on a 
trip from Boston. 

The reception committee at the 
airport, where a band and a 
motorcade of party officials greet- 
ed the presidential candidate, was 
headed by Senator John W. Brick- 
er. With him was Taft’s brother, 
Charles P., of Cincinnati, the 
party candidate for Governor. 
About 1500 persons—the estimate 
was G.O.P. Ohio Congressman 
George Bender’s—were on hand. 

Cheered Along Drive. 

Eisenhower drove through lines 
of friendly, waving citizens from 
the airport to the Carter hotel, 
where he went into session with 


G.O.P. leaders’from Ohio; Petn-' 


sylvania and Maryland. 

Bricker, a longtime friend of 
Taft, opened the meeting by call- 
ing on all the delegates to join 
in helping elect Eisenhower. 

Representative John Vorys of 
Ohio meanwhile told reporters 
that Ohio Republican candidates 
for oCngress met this morning 
and “unanimously, collectively, 
individually and enthusiastically 
adopted a resolution to support 
Ike in their home districts and 
in évery way they could.” 

Representative Tom Jenkins, 
who presided at the congressional 
meeting in Vory’s hotel room, 
told reporters “all is going to be 
harmony” between Taft and 
Eisenhower forces. 

Representative Frances Bolton 
of Cleveland, who made a second- 
ing speech for Taft at the na- 
tional convention, described the 
three-state meeting attended by 
Eisenhower as “a wonderful har- 
mony meeting.” . 

General Speaks to Leaders. 

Eisenhower, in a talk to the po- 
litical figures of hte three states, 
said “I am looking forward to 


ymeeting Senator Taft soon. I 


have every reason to believe that 
we are going to form one real 
team” for the campaign. 

Asked whether he would meet 
with leaders of the Kremlin any- 
where in the world in the inter- 
ests of peace, Eisenhower said: “T 
will meet anybody anywhere in 
the world at any time if I believe 
there is a worthwhile result to be 
accomplished.” 

He didn’t reply directly to a 


question by Dewitt Hyde, candi- 


date for Congress from the sixth 
Maryland district, as to whether 
he plans to attack the Demo- 
cratic ticket for reliance on what 
Hyde said were such left wing 
advisers as Wilson Wyatt, Averell 
Harriman and _ supporters of 
Americans for Democratic Action. 

Eisenhower told a press con- 
ference later he would discuss 
“anything” Taft desires at their 
meeting and observed: 

“In any administration the Re- 
publieans set up Senator Taft will 
be one of the greatest figures in 
that administration.” 

Speech Outside the Hotel. 

Eisenhower told a _ cheering 
crowd of several thousand sup- 
porters in front of the Carter 
hotel that he wanted each person 
to work in his campaign. And he 
asked them each to get 10 others 
to do the same—and ask each of 
ae other 10 to get an additional 


It was one of the most direct 
appeals yet that Eisenhower has 
made for actual votes. 

The General said his aim was 
to give the nation a type of Gov- 
ernment that they would be proud 
to pass along to their children.

The statement continued: 

“I am naturally interested in 
Gen. Eisenhower’s views on vari- 
ous issues and the policies he in- 
tends to adopt when elected,” the 
statement said. 

“IT have made engagements to 
make speeches in Ohio and the 
National Committee has invited 
me to make a national broadcast 
and speak throughout the coun-

Job Safe, He Was Told.

The witness declared he got his 
friend D'Agostino to go to Daw- 
son, who assured him that Caudle 
had “a clean bill of health” and 
was in good standing at the White 
House. 

Caudle accepted a free trip to 
Europe and a $2000 loan from 
D'Agostino and his father, former 
champagne dealers, The White 
House attributed Caudle’s dismis- 
sal to his outside activities in- 
compatible with the duties of his 
office.

But does he: not 
realize that this foreign policy has 
been bitterly fought and obstruct- 
ed, and sabotaged by prominent 
Republican leaders in the Senate 
and in the House? Many of the 
men who have been most indif- 
ferent to our allics, who have 
fought hardest against the Mar- 
shall plan, aaginst the Voice of 
America, and the Point IV pro- 
gram and the other major pillars 
of our foreign policy are now run- 
ning on the same Republican 
ticket with the candidate who in- 
dorses all of these measures. \ 


“What with the indorsement of

Most Missouri labor leaders have 
abandoned their attempt to obtain 
repeal of the King-Thompson Law 


prohibiting public utility strikes, 


and will concentrate on efforts 
to get the law revised, the Post- 
Dispatch was told here today. 

There had been reports from 
St. Louis and Kansas City that 
labor leaders, or legislators favor- 
able to organized labor, would at- 
tempt to write into the Demo- 
cratic state platform, which is to 
be drafted here\ tomorrow, a labor 
plank calling for outright repeal 
of the anti-strike law. However, 
the nomination of Phil M. Don- 
nelly of Lebanon as the Demo- 
cratic candidate fcr Governor has 
squashed that movement. 

The King-Thompson Act was 
passed in 1947 during Donnelly’s 
tenure as Governor, and at his 
insistence. Most of the labor lead- 
ers who will be supporting the 
Democratic state ticket in the 
November election concede that 
Donnelly could not be expected 
to run on a platform which would 
repudiate one of the principal 
legislative acts of his adminis- 
tration. 

View Held by Kinney. 

State Senator Michael Kinney 
of St. Louis, who is writing a 
draft of the Democratic platform, 
expressed the belief the platform 
committee would turn down a+, 
King-Thompson repealer, as well 
as any attempt to modify the act, 
unless Donnelly himself approved 
Such a step. 

Principal targets of the move- 
ment for modification probably 
would be the act’s penalty clauses | 
which labor considers heavier for ' 
union than for company viola- | 
tions.

Basis of Complaint. 

Complaint was made that 
Stuart Symington, Democratic 
candidate for United States Sena- 
tor, and Lt. Gov. James T. Blair 
Jr., Democratic nominee for re- 
election, were permitted to ad- 
dress a large crowd at the fair 
grandstands Aug. 22, after Sena- 
tor James P. Kem, Republican in- 
cumbent, was denied that right. 

The protest was made by Wil- 
liam E. Byers of Kansas, City, re- 
tiring chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, in a l€étter to 
Rollo E. Singleton, secretary of 
the State Fair. 2 

Kem told this correspondent he 
had asked Singleton for permis- 
sion jto speak, but that the State 
Fair secretary told him that no 
political speeches could be made 
at the grandstand. Singleton said, 
however, that Kem could speak at 
another building on ‘the fair- 
grounds, Kem reported, byt the 
Senator did not do it because the 
crowd was in the grandstand. The 
Republican candidate said that 
later that day Symington and 
Blair were permitted to speak at 
the grandstand. 

Explains Incident. 

State Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture Robert T. Thornburg, who 
has over-all supervision of the 
State Fair, said Symington and 
Blair had been introduced to the 
grandstand crowd and had made 
brief unscheduled talks, but did 
so without official sanction. 

Reading between the lines of 
the explanations by the state offi- 
cials, this is what happened.

Proposals Are Called an 


Effort to Place Rules} 1 
on a Sound Business|” 7 


An ethical code for members 
of the Board of Education and a 
code for its executive officers 
were among a séries of proposed 
changes in board rules approved 
unanimously today by the rules 
revision committee. 

In submitting the report, Chair- 
man William Charles said it was 
an attempt to clear a considerable 
amount of purely administrative 
detail from the rule book, elimi- 
nate directives that already are 
embodied in state statutes and 
place the rules on a sound busi- 
ness basis. 

The codes of ethics already 
have had a mixed reception from 
standing committees. The com- 
mittees on instruction and on au- 
diting and supplies took no ac- 
tion. They were approved by the 
buikdings committee and rejected 
by the finance committee. 

Code for Members. 

The code for members would 
forbid them to: 

1. Accept any favors from or 
attempt to coerce or influence 
unduly officers, employes and 
contractors, suppliers and oth- 
ers doing business with the 
board. 

2. Enter into any financial 
transactions with officers or 
employes. 

3. Use the skill or labor of 
an officer or employe in their 
personal affairs pr in any work 
unrelated to the board. 

4. Use ‘the property of the 
board except when necessary to 
do so in carrying out their 
duties as members. 

5. Incur expenditures travel- 
ing on authorized business of 
the board which are unreason- 
able or greater than they would 
incur in their own affairs. 

6. Take any part in the hir- 
ing, promotion or demotion of 
any employe, except under pro- 
visions of the school law. 

Echo of Rhodes Case. 

No. 3 above is an application 
to board members of a rule sug- 
gested also for executive officers 
following criticism of Building 
Commissioner V. Harry Rhodes 
who built a $42,000 home with 
some help from = employes 
and retained a cogtractor en- 
gaged in school construction to 
build the home. 

The fifth prohibition apparent- 
ly grew out of reports in the past 
of rather large expense accounts 
submitted by some board mem- 
bers after authorized trips, while 
the last seems to be aimed at 
certain patronage practices that 
once came under public criticism. 

The code for officers is similar 
to that suggested for members in 
dealings with mbers, employes, 
contractors and the like, and, in 
addition, would bar unreasonable 
expenditures from the officers’ 
contingent funds.

PLEADS NOT GUILTY 


U.S. Tax Case Trial of Jewel- 
ry Store Owner Is Set 
for Dec. 8. 


Martin A. Shear, jewelry store 
owner, pléaded not guilty of evad- 
ing $12,296 in income taxes and 
$1335 in excise taxes when ar- 
raigned before United States Dis-' 
trict Judge Roy W. Harper today. 

Trial of Shear, whose tax de- 
ficiencies, the Government alleges 
actually amount to about $200,000, 
was set by Judge Harper for 
Dec. 8. 

Shear, operator of stores at 303 
North Seventh street and 3602 
South Grand boulevard, was in- 
dicted last January. His tax at- 
torney, James A. Waechter, once 
said he had been advised by for- 
mer Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Joseph D. Nunan Jr., that 
there would be no prosecution. 

In March 1946 Shear made a 
voluntary disclosure of his de- 
ficiencies to the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, but in testimony given at 
a hearing on a motion to dismiss 
the indictment it was revealed 
that his disclosure came one hour 
after the bureau had learned 
about it from another source, 

The indictment charged that in 
1945 he paid $5895 in income taxes 
instead of $18,191. In a second 
count he was charged with vio- 
lating the excise tax law by pay- 
ing $2928 instead of $4263.

“ONLABOR RACKETS 


i Accuses Justice Dept, of 


‘Ignoring Public Trust,’ 
Cites Killings, De- 


mands Inquiry. 


The Department of Justice has 
“ignored its public trust” by fail- 
ing to conduct a full scale investi- 
gation-of labor racketeering, Rep- 
B. Curtis 
(Rep.), St. Louis, charged today. 

“The Justice Department has 
had ample warning that organized 
crime is moving into a number 
of labor unions, particularly con- 
struction crafts,” he said. “The 
Post-Dispatch has _ repeatedly 
called attention to it in past years, 
particularly in a series of stories 
published in August 1951. 

“Now the encroachment on un- 
ion leadership has reached the 
shooting stage. Three men prom-. 
inent in affairs of the building’ 
laborers’ union have been mur- 
dered here in the past five 
months. Other killings of labor 
leaders have occurred elsewhere 
in the country, indicating that a 
national crime syndicate is at 
work.” 

Curtis said he believed many 
persons who have knowledge of 
racketeering in St. Louis would 
give evidence if a federal grand 
jury, backed by a thorough Justice 
Department investigation, would 
seek the facts. He said the re« 
calling of the federal grand jury: 
here on Sept. 22 would be an ex- 
cellent start. 

“How many murders will it 
take to get something started?” 
he asked. “In other phases of- 
national crime the Senate and 
House have taken over investigae: 
tions because of the Justice Dew 
partment’s collapse, but in this, 
one of the most important to 
Americans, even the €ongress has 
failed.” 

Curtis pointed out that the 
Senate Labor Management sub- 
committee, headed by Senator 
Hubert H. Humphrey (Dem.), of 
Minnesota, had sent an investiga- 
tor to St. Louis following publi- 
cation of the Post-Dispatch series 
a year ago. The investigator made 
a cursory check of conditions and 
reported back to Washington that 
he could find no evidence of* 
racketeering. ‘ 

“I am certain a great deal of 
evidence proving violations of the 
federal anti - racketeering law 
could be found if any investigat- 
ing agency went seriously about\ 
the task of getting it,” Curtis 
said. 

Two labor leaders shot to death 
here this year—Joseph F. Gribler 
and George Myers, both laborers’: 
business agents—were present at 
a shake-down solicitation reported 
last year by the Post-Dispatch.

Both uranium 235 and plutonium 
are sources of atomic explosives. 
Heat Generates Steam. 

Heat from the reactor is used 
to generate steam to drive a tur- 
bine which in turn generates elec- 
tricity. 

Tammaro said: “At the present 
time it appears that power can 
be produced from nuclear sources 
at a competitive cost to power 
from conventional sources pro- 
vided a portion of the cost is 
borne by the sale of plutonium 
to the Government for military 
purposes.

—as I believe Bryce said some 

40 or 50 years ago—then of 

course it is up to a free press 
_ to help us on all three counts 
and all the. time. Otherwise 

“neither dem ‘atic government 

nor a free press can be sure of 
permanency. In short, govern- 
ment—our brand of representa- 
tive government — depends on 
you, and, something which I 
think your profession sometimes 
overlooks, you depend on gov- 
ernment, for the ultimate pro- 
tection of a free press resides in 
the constitutional guarantee. 

That is why the rock bottom 
_ foundation of a free press ‘is the 
integrity of the people who run 
it. Our press may make a mil- 
lion mistakes of judgment with- 
out doing itself permanent harm 
so long as its proprietors are 
steadfast in their adherence to 
truth. I have no doubt whatever 
that the bulk of owners and 
publishers and editors are doing 
an honest job with the news. 

I ought to know, because I am 
straining the impartiality of the 
press to the limit these days. Yet, 
as a candidate in a hard-fought 
campaign, I have been well im- 
pressed by the fair treatment ac- 
corded me by most newspapers, 
including most of those aligned 
editorially with the opposition. I 
am convinced that nearly all pub- 
lishers are doing their honest 
best, according to their lights— 
even if I must confess that some- 
times their lights seem to me a 
little dim. 

I am glad to pay this tribute to 
the press. It is true, and I think 
it should be said. I am grateful 
for the impartiality and fullness 
of your news columns. Yet I am 
not recommending complacency. 
_And, from my vantage point, cer- 
tain defects are apparent. If I 
were still an editorial writer I 
suppose I would say that there are 
some ominous tendencies, or even 
that these tendencies could weak- 
en the fabric of the republic. 

In my new role in life, I can’t 
help noticing from time to time— 
I want to put it as delicately as I 
can—that the overwhelming 
majority of the newspapers of the 
country are supporting the oppo- 
sition candidate. This is some- 
thing, I find, that even my best 
friends. will tell me! And I cer- 
tainly don’t take it personally. In 
fact, I would have been somewhat 
startled and unhappy if I received 
much press support after the re- 
ception given my Democratic 
predecessors, Mr. Truman and Mr. 
Roosevelt... Some people might 
even have considered such sup- 
port an ill omen. 

It would seem that the over- 
whelming majority of the press 
is just against Democrats. And it 
is against Democrats, so far as I 
can see, not after a sober and con- 
sidered review of the alternatives, 
but automatically, as dogs are 
against cats. As soon @S a news- 
paper—I speak of the _ great 
majority, not of the enlightened 
10 per cent!—sees a Democratic 
candidate it is filled with an un- 
conquerable yen to chase him 
up an alley. 

I still haven’t got over the 
way some of our nation’s great 
papers rushed to commit them- 
selves to a candidate last spring, 
long before they knew what that 
candidate stood for, or what h 
party platform would be, or who 
his opponen? was, or what 
would be the issues of the cam- 
paign. I know where a young 
publisher’s fancy turns in that 
season of the year, and I don’t 
blame them for a moment. But 
I feel that some of them may 
yet regret the impetuosity of 
their wooing now that autumn 
is here. 

I am touched when I read in 
these papers solicitous editorials 
about the survival of the two- 
party system. Now I really can’t 
bring myself to believe that the 
Republican party is about to fade 
away, even if it loses in 1952. If 
s0, it is staging one of. the long- 
est and loudest deathbed scenes 
in history! How can the Republi- 
can party disappear when about 
90 per cent of the press for 10 or 
15 years has been telling the 
American people day in and day 
out that the Republican party 
alone can save the republic? Sure- 
ly Republican publishers and edi- 
tors don’t honestly believe that 
they have so little influence! 

i am in favor of a two-party 
system in politics, And I think 
we have a pretty healthy two- 
party system at this moment. 
But I am in favor of a two- 
party system in our press too. 
And I am, frankly, considerably 
concerned when I see the ex- 
tent te which we are developing 
a one-party press in a two-party 
country. 

I earnestly wish that the news- 
papers so highly agitated over the 

system in politics would 

template the very real dangers 

of the one-party system in the 

press. I don’t say this because of 

any concern over the coming elec- 

tion. My party has done all right 

in recent elections in spite of the 

country’s editorial pages, and I 

have a hunch we do all right 
this year too. 

But, as an ex-newspaper man 
and as a citizen, I am gravely con- 


ro 


and rumpled; they wear hats and keep writing things down on 
pieces of paper. I cannot drink a milk-shake or put on a pair of 
shoes without their friendly but implacabie surveillance. Given 
this relentless observation, I find it an agreeable change to stand 
here and look straight back at such a distinguished group of what 
I believe are called “opinion molders.” 


cerned about the implications of 
this one-party system for our 
American press and our free so- 
ciety. 

A free society means a s0- 
ciety based on free competition 
and there is no more important 
competition than competition in 
ideas, competition in opinion. 
This form of competition is es- 
sential to the preservation of a 
free press. Indeed, I think the 
press shotld set an example to 
the nation in increasing oppo- 
sition te uniformity. 

I think you will agree that 
we cannot risk complacency. 
We need to be rededicated every 
day to the unfinished task of 
keeping our free press truly 
free. We need to work harder 
for the time when all editors 
will honor their profession, 
when all publishers will have a 
sense of responsibility equal to 
their power and thus regain 
their power, if I may put it that 
Way. 

It’s not honest convictions 
honestly stated that concern me. 
Rather it is the tendency of 
many papers, and I include col- 
umnists, commentators, ana- 
lysts, feature writers, and so on, 
to argue editorially from the 
personal objective, rather than 
from the whole truth. As the 
old jury lawyer said: “And 
these, gentlemen, are the con- 
clusions on which I base my 
facts.” In short, it seems ta me 
that facts, truth, should be just 
as sacred in the editorial col- 
umn as the news column. And, 
as I have said, happily most 
papers, but by no means all, do 
struggle with sincerity for ac- 
curacy in the news. Coming 
from Chicago, of course, I am 
not unfamiliar with the phe- 
nomenon of an editorial in ev- ‘ 
ery news column! 

What I am saying, in short, is 
that the press cannot condemn 
demagoguery, claptrap, distortion 
and falsehood in politicians and 
public life on the one hand and 
practice the same abuses on the 
public themselves, on the other. 
I know the people are smarter 
than many politicians think and 
sometimes I suspect that even 
editors underestimate them. 

Let’s not forget that the free 
press is the mother of all our 
liberties and of our progress 
under liberty. 

Having delivered myself of this, 
let me say a few words about the 
campaign. It is going to be a 
tough campaign, and I am not 
kidding myself about the difficul- 
ties. My opponent is a great gen- 
eral, who has served the Army 
and the nation well. He has be- 
hind him a vigorous and active 
party—a good deal of whose vigor 
and activity is devoted to the 
continual scrimmage between the 
rival Republican teams. Indeed, 
I wait, breathlessly for each 
morning’s newspaper to see which 
Republican party is on top that 
day, Nevertheless, I would be 
the last to underestimate the 
effectiveness or the determination 
of the professional Republican 
organization. 

But I think we have certain 
advantages too. One of them is 
that we are a relatively united 
party—not just in organization, 
but, and this may be more im- 
portant, on our major problems. 
I do not think the people will 
install a party which does not 
seem capable of governing. And 
I do not see how anyone can 
really argue that this fretful, 
distracted and divided Repub- 
lican party has that capacity. If 
it cannot govern itself, why 
should we suppose that it could 
govern the country? 

Another way of saying the same 
thing is that the Democratic party 
has policies. It has a foreign 
policy, and it has a domestic pol- 
icy. Some Republicans like our 
policies; most Republicans hate 
our policies; but none of them 
seems to have any very distinc- 
tive policies of their own to offer. 

We have policies, I think, be- 
cause we have ideas. I know, of 
course, that the Democrats aren’t 
supposed to have any ideas, We 
are supposed to be stale and 
weary and lacking new ideas—ex- 
cept on the occasions when we are 
supposed to be so vital and ener- 
getic and overflowing with new

Fact is that Taft still has a 
sour taste in his mouth as a 
result of Chicago. He has been 
in no hurry to come to the aid 
of Eisenhower; in fact, the Ohio 
Senator even turned down a re- 


of schedule in Cleveland. 

What happened at Chicago 
never leaked out at the time, but 
Taft sent word that he was avail- 
able for the _ vice-presidential 
nomination. This evoked no en- 
thusiasm in the Eisenhower camp. 
They were afraid the headstrong 
Taft, as the tail of the ticket, 
might try to wag the dog. So the 
answer was sent back, as politely 
as possible, no soap. 

The Senator then got on the 
telephone to the man at Eisen- 
hower’s elbow, Taft’s old friend, 
Senator Frank Carlson of Kansas, 
and asked him to consider an- 
other Taft man for vice president, 
Senator Everett Dirksen of Illi- 
nois. Accordingly, and as an act 
of good faith, Carlson tossed 
Dirksen’s name into the ring at 
a backstage meeting of Eisen- 
hower strategists just after the 
general was nominated at Chi- 
cago, but Gov. Dewey, still smart- 
ing from Dirksen’s withering at- 
tack on the convention floor, said 


no. 
Twice rebuffed, Taft left the 
convention disappointed and dis- 
gruntled. * *¢ 
“STALIN’S CANDIDATE”— 
After Arthur Summerfield was in- 
stalled as Republican national 
chairman he became largely pre- 
occupied with restoring diplomatic 
relations with the Taft forces. 
Summerfield, an old Taft sup- 
porter, is close to Tom Coleman, 
leader of the McCarthy forces in 
Wisconsin, has taken the lead in 
patching up Eisenhower's fences 
with the isolationist wing of the 
G.O.P. 
When the lines between Taft 
and the Eisenhower camp first 
started buzzing, the Ohioan let it 
be known he would campaign for 
the ticket on his own terms. Sum- 
merfield thereupon persuaded 
Eisenhower’s inner circle to meet 
Taft’s conditions — namely, give 
him a free hand. | 
Accordingly Taft was invited to 
sit down with Eisenhower and 
map campaign strategy. Replying 
from Murray Bay, Canada, Taft 
wired that he would meet the 
general any time after Sept. 8 in 
Washington. 
But just as everything appeared 
to be patched up between Taft 
and Eisenhower, the chief of the 
general’s strategy board, New 
Hampshire’s Gov. Sherman Adams, 
dropped word to the press that 
the two rivals were going to get 
together. 
This threw the Taft forces into 
an uproar, In the first place,. 
Taft did not want a premature 
announcement, and, of all people 
to make the announcement, 
Adams was the worst, for Taft has 
nursed a grudge against Adams 
for whispering in Chicago that 
Taft was the man “Stalin wanted 
for president.”

The opponent who has fright- 
ened McCarthy is a rough and 
ready north Wisconsin trial law- 
yer, Len Schmitt, who has an old- 
fashioned but stirring flavor of 
the Republican insurgents of the 
great days of the first LaFollette. 
Schmitt began to worry McCar- 
thy and his backers ten days ago, 
when he adopted the novel politi- 
cal device of the ‘“talkathon.” 
This is a radio show about half- 
way between flagpole sitting and 
a town meeting. 

Gets Wide Attention. 


The Schmitt “talkathon” at- 
tracted so much attention that 
more than 90 per cent of the 
radio owners in the Milwaukee 
area are believed to have tuned 
in at one time or another. More 
than 5000 telephoned in questions 
for him to answer on the air, 
and small, voluntary contribu- 
tions paid over half the $10,000 
cost of the show. 

This manifestation of public 

interest in Schmitt, combined 
with his hard-hitting but effec- 
tive attack on McCarthyism in all 
its forms, finally drove McCarthy 
to campaign for his own re- 
nomination. : 
The chosen locale was the pros- 
perous suburb of Shorewood. 
Here McCarthy could fill the high 
school auditorium with a capacity 
audience of the sort of Repub- 
licans who turn purple at the 
thought of everything that has 
happened since Herbert Hoover, 
very specifically including the 
nomination of Eisenhower instead 
of Senator Robert A. Taft. It was 
easy enough for McCarthy to 
whip these people up to parox- 
ysms of hatred. They take their 
politics this way, and would be 
disappointed at a political meet- 
ing which did not make them 
froth at the mouth. . 

Eisenhower Object of Hate. 
They made it obvious enough, 
however, that Eisenhower is now;

The chairman of the meeting and 
Wisconsin’s amiable but feeble 
Governor, Walter J. Kohler Jr., 
keyed their speeches to Eisen- 
hower and the national ticket.

Attack on Eisenhower. 

The attack on Eisenhower came 
in the middle of a long passage in 
which McCarthy sought to prove 
that. all who dislike his methods 
are mere stooges of the Kremlin. 

Quoting the general’s own 
words, McCarthy remarked with 
more than usual emphasis that 
there were even some “well- 
meaning” persons who denounced 
“character assassination” and 
“witch-hunting.” The people in 
the hall caught the reference and 
burst into cheers. 

The intention to throw down a 
defy to Eisenhower and his strat- 
egists was plain. It was made 
even plainer by the conclusion of 
McCarthy’s speech when he 
proudly promised that he, single- 
homed. would defeat Adlai Ste- 
venson, by “exposing” him in the 
familiar McCarthy manner. 

It is hard to imagine anything 
that will fit in less well with the 
Eisenhower strategy than this 
kind of intervention by McCarthy 
in the national campaign. 

Altogether, the show here was 
a pretty worrying business. It 
was worrying because of this 
little man’s menace to the big 
man, Eisenhower, and it was wor- 
rying because the crowd showed 
such extreme loathing of modera- 
tion in any form, and such un- 
alloyed delight in this demagogue 
of hatred who is becoming the 
chosen front man for a certain 
type of American Conservative.

“With this new gadget or gim- 
mick, or whatever you call it, 
more MIG-15s are going to go 
down and more F-86s are going 
to stay up,” Finletter told a news 
conference, 

He said the improvement is 
“just about to be tried in Korea” 
and that “as soon as we can be 
sure that the Communists have 
learned of this new capability, we 
will tell you exactly what this new 
gadget or gimmick is.” 

Finletter citew the new F-86 
improvement in answering recent 
ticism that “blunders” have 
cost the United States mastery of 
the air. 

Finletter also said that: 

1, Fighter and bomber produc- 
tion in July were five times high- 
er than in July 1950. He said 
stepped-up aircraft production “‘to 
some extent has exceeded our ex- 
pectations.” He said he thought 
the boost in bomber production, 
which includes light bombers, was 
“a little astounding.” 

2. “To sacrifice quality for 
quantity we cannot afford would 
be silly.” This was in answer to 
a Senate preparedness subcom- 
mittee charge that too many “gim- 
micks” on Ajr Force planes were 
slowing down production and 
harming effectiveness. Finletter 
said he and the Air Force Chief 
of Staff have looked over Air 
Force “gimmicks” and said “they 
seem pretty good.” 

3. “Any failure of Congress to 
appropriate funds properly re- 
quired” will produce a further 
stretch-out in the drive for a 143- 
wing Air Force.

A reliable source gave a new 
estimate of Soviet fighter 
strength: at least 9000 MIGs in 
operation. About 1300 MIGs have 
been turned over to the Chinese. 

For more than two years, Air 
Force officials say, the overall 
size of the Soviet active air fleet 
—bombers, fighters, transports 
and other types—apparently has 
remained unchanged- at about 
20,000 planes. 

But a high percentage of Rus- 
sian fighter strength now is jet- 
powered aircraft.

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Can St. Louis get rid of its problems by pass- 
ing them on to the state? Charles E. Albanese, 
president of the Board of Aldermen, has raised 
this question with his suggestion that Missouri 
take complete responsibility for the St. Louis 
police force, including its cost. 

To*some extent, this makés sense. The Gover- 
nor now appoints the Police Board. Municipal 
authorities have only nominal participation in the 
shaping of police policies and budgets. So if the 
state is to have all the authority, why should it 
not also pick up the bill? : 

Also, since good police work often is ham- 
pered by municipal boundaries, and since metro- 
politan police districts are deemed desirable. but

The trouble is that the same logic could be 
used to call for the establishment of a national 
police force such as that of France.

No doubt. Mr. Albanese did not mean to raise 
questions about home rule vs. centralized power. 
He was just looking for an easy way to relieve 
the city’s financial burden. But in doing so, he 
did indirectly call attention to two major neces- 
sities: - 

1. Revision of the City Charter for the 
sake of more efficient municipal govern- — 
ment: and 

®. Rationalization of revenues to finance 
such government, 

Fundamentally the two are intertwined. Econ- 
emer cannot well be achieved so long as the 
eharter militates against reduction of expenses. 
Rut the money-raising problem is more immedi- 
ately pressing. And with it, the state can help. 

While the city is finding it more and more dif- 
ficult to make ends meet, the state is collecting 
large sums in the city, especially through the 
sales and income taxes, without spending any- 
thing like proportionate amounts in St. Louis. 
Granted that the wealthier areas of the state 
have an obligation to help the more backward, 
the situation in Missouri is being stretched be- 
yond equity. 

City money is used to build rural schools and 
pave rural roads while the rural areas do not 
do haif as much as they might to meet their 
own local needs. It is about time to get more 
of the city-collected taxes back to the city—and 
without a further surrender of home rule. 

No doubt,-Mr. Albanese’s police plan will get 
a poor reception in Jefferson City. And we see 
no urgent reason for fighting for it. But the 
Citizens’ Finance Committee might well consider 
ways and means of getting a bit of St. Louis 
money back from Jefferson City to St. Louis. 
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Not Like Mashed Potatoes 


While Stan Musial was rubbing Old Squaw 
Lucky Snake Oil on that bat of his in the hope 
of getting Hit No. 2000, old Enos Slaughter won 
a couple of ball games for the Cardinals and 
almost revived their pennant hopes. He pulled 
one out of the lost column Saturday night with a 
last-minute homer. Then, on Sufiday, he made 
the trick look a little harder by merely tying up 
the game in the eighth and waiting until the 
ninth to win it. 

It takes real courage to bat the way that man 
does, to foul off pitches in the strike zone in- 
stead of swinging at them, to wait until the 
pitcher finally comes through with just the 
right ball and then to tag it so that to an out- 
fielder it looks like a flying saucer. 

Mr. Slaughter probably was not thinking of 
the record book in either game, nor of the fancy 
leads the sports writers might beat out of their 
typewriters. He just remembered the difference 
between second-place money and third-place 
money, and that they don't pass along the larger 
amount like a second helping of mashed pota- 
toes. If you want it; you have to go get it.

Credit to Cairo 

Cairo, Iil., which is 150 miles south of St. 
Louis, has shaken off the old prejudice of seg- 
regation in its public schools. Last week more 
than 60 Negro pupils, attending grade, junior 
and senior high schools, were admitted to schools 
near their homes to which only white pupils 
were previously admitted. The change occurred 
without incident and Cairo is now up with the 
times. This is a credit to the school authorities 
and citizens, and to the school children and their 
parents. It is a credit also to representatives of 
the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, who made a notable contribu- 
tion to the change-over. What Cairo, with its 
Southern strain, has done other communities can 
and will do. 
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A Brighter Defense Picture 


Secretary of Defense Lovett has made a wel- 
come but, in some respects, rather puzzling re- 
port on the state of rearmament. 

The military services are about to present 
their budget requests for the fiscal year 1953- 
54, beginning next July 1. Mr. Lovett thinks 
they may ask less for that year than Congress 
after sharply reducing their requests, allowed 
them this year. 

Weapons production is now going so well, the 
Secretary says, that by next July the armed 
forces should have reached their scheduled 
peaks in some items.

Secretary Lovett also points out that between 
the start of the Korean war (June 1950) and the 
end of June 1952, deliveries of military equip- 
ment increased six and one-half times.

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On Wisconsin? 

Up in the state whose name was made great 
in our political history by the LaFollettes, voters 
are getting ready to go to the polls Tuesday -to 
decide what, from the national standpoint, is the 
most important primary issue in Wisconsin’s his- 
tory. That issue.is whether Joseph R. McCarthy 
—the man who has sought to distract attention 
from his own outrageous record by means of his 
unsupported atta¢ks on others—is to be nominat- 
ed on the Republican ticket for another six-year 
Senate term. , : 

The prospect 1s that the begetter of McCarthy- 
ism will win, not because he so deserves, but 
because the Republican state organization, head- 
ed by Thomas Coleman, has’ gone all out for 
the man rated last in the Senate by a poll of 
professional students of government. But Leon- 
ard Schmitt, McCarthy’s chief opponent, has 
waged a brave, relentless campaign of exposure. 
By last week, he was having such effect that 
McCarthy abandoned his plan for no campaign 
speeches. He felt forced to go on the radio in 
a state-wide hookup in which he descended to 
what must have been a new low in smearing. 

Whether McCarthy wins or loses, Len Schmitt 
has made a good fight of it against organization 
politics at its blindest worst. Mr. Schmitt has 
done what Gov. Walter J. Kohler was afraid to 
do. He has given the Republican voters a 
primary alternative and the effect of the battle 
will carry over into the November election 
even if McCarthy comes through Tuesday. 

Meantime McCarthy can be measured by his 
selectivity with respect to work in courts. He 
has sued Senator Benton for $2,000,000 for the 
charges the Connecticut Senator has brought 
against him. He has sued the Syracuse (N.Y.) 
Post-Standard for $500,000 on grounds of libel. 
But he has not accepted former Senator Tydings’ 
challenge to go before a grand jury and sub- 
stantiate McCarthy’s charges against “205 (or 
57) alleged Communists” in the State Depart- 
ment, thereupon immediately to collect $25,000 
from Mr. Tydings. 

Apparently Senator McCarthy does not want 
the offered $25,000 from Mr. Tydings ag much as 
he. wanted that $10,000 check from Lustron!

Gandhi's Way in South Africa 


Civil disobedience and passive resistance, the 
techniques which won India’s freedom, are now 
being used by the non-whites of South Africa 
against the racist laws of Prime Minister Daniel 
Malan’s government. The repercussions have al- 
ready been felt in the U.N. The problem has 
spread far beyond those immediately concerned, 

In the Jast month or two more than 3000 non- 
whites, mostly in Cape Province, have been ar- 
rested for such offenses as going through rail- 
way station doors marked for whites only. ‘They. 
have offered no resistance to the police even 
when caned, and they have refused to pay fines, 
thus over-crowding the jails. The movement is 
said to be spreading rapidly to other provinces, 
taking the form of a mass demonstration. 

Meanwhile the position of the Malan regime 
is becoming more and more extreme. The par- 
liament has been turned into a “high court” to 
overrule the supreme court decision which de- 
clared a racist election law unconstitutional. But 
a circuit court already has denounced this pro- 
cedure as illegal, and the supreme court has 
been asked itself to rule on the parliamentary 
usurpation of its function. 


World opinion is being frantically denounced _ 


by Dr. Malan, and there are calls for making 
South Africa a republic outside the Common- 
wealth. India has complained about the failure 
of the Secretary General of the U.N. to act on 
the General Assembly resolution of last January 
which condemned the South African segrega- 
tion laws. And an Asian-Arab bloc is planning to 
ask the Assembly itself to. give further attention 
to the issue when it convenes next month. 

Just what will happen on the political and the 
legal level is hard.to say. The Communists, of 
course, are hoping for a general outbreak of vio- 
lence. They would like to capitalize blood and 
disorder. But if the natives do not yield to such 
incitements, they may bring about conciliation 
where both logic and force have been frustrated. 
It is worth remembering that the methods of 
passive resistance were worked out by Mahatma 
Gandhi in South Africa, .

Allan’ Shivers of Texas called on the voters of 
his state to advise him of their wishes. We take 
it that. the advice has now been given and that 
this is the reason wh?

Attorney General Price Daniel has publicly 
proposed such a sch@me and Gov.

Gov. Shivers and the other Texas Democratic 
candidates must still make up their minds wheth- 
er to permit themselves to be listed on the 
Republican ticket as well.

The Eisenhower who spoke to the Amer- 
ican Legion in New York seemed to be a 
new character—not the prudent general 
nor the presidential candidate as we have 
known him so far, but Saint Ike, crusader 
against the Communist dragon and liber- 
ator of the captive peoples. 


It will take his friends (those who will 
merely observe the November voting at a 
neutral distance) a little time to get used 
to him in this new role. It is a change 
from the cautious and well-chosen way of 
speech which he had in Europe, and a 
change the more 
marked for us be- 
cause it touches Eu- 
rope so closely. 

A good many of us 
would like our gov- 
ernments to talk to 
the Kremlin “with 
cold finality,” telling 
it that “the tidal 
mud of aggressive 
Communism” had 
better recede. 

A good many of us, 
also, would like to 
“haunt hear Kremlin 
with nightmares of p,; ; 
thé pesdabenent te be Dwight D.. Eisenhower 
visited upon Russia should it violate the 
peace.” . 

Privately, at least, we should like to do 
and say these things, but in public we are 
not accustomed to putting them quite so 
bluntly. 


Partly, perhaps, that is because we are 
not so sure who wields the bigger stick. 
It is easier to tell the bully what you think 
of him when quite certain of your own 
ability to knock him down, should that 
prove necessary. 


Street Corner Manners 


Then, again,.there is perhaps another 
reason for a more reticent approach. The 
manners and morals of the t. corner, 
although sometimes satisfying in thinking 
of the n, are not too well adapted 
to the more subtle play of international 
affairs. , 

That is not to suggest that Mr. Eisen- 
hower went too far. It is simply to suggest 
that, with so many explosive elements in 
the world, Europeans are happy when 
their problems are approached temperate- 
ly. Shell-shock has .made us a trifle 
jumpy. 

The substance of Mr. Eisenhower's three 


points Is sound. The first was that the 
United States must build up military forces 
which could retaliate effectively if the 
Soviet Government should start a war. The 
peace of the world, in its present wretched 
state, depends on the success of the United 
States in building up just such a force. 


Welcome Words 


His second point was that the United 
States should work in closer co-operation 


with the other free nations, creating secu- 


rity for all. From the leader of ‘a great 
party which has sometimes been called 
isolationist no words could be much more 
welcome. | 


His third point was that the United 
States Government should not recognize 
Russia’s position in Eastern Europe and 
Asia as permanent. “The conscience of 
America can never know ease until these 
captive peoples are restored to the society 
of free men,” as he put it. 

This, again, is a welcome change. The 
question which may be asked is what can 
be done about the “captive peoples” in 
Eastern Europe. 


The Republican party platform, from 
which this part of Mr. Eisenhower's speech 
seems to spring directly, had no definite 
proposals except;that the Voice of America 
speak more loudly in jts broadcasts. But 
that alone is not going to liberate anyone. 


Danger in Mere Talk 


The problem which Mr. Eisenhower ang 
his advisers have to face—and it is a 
perilously difficult problem—is how to 
give support and encouragement to oppo- 
sition inside the East European countries 
without going to war-like lengths. Too 
forceful a poe will only confirm the 
Communist hierarchy in its conviction that 


‘the Western Powers are preparing for 


aggressive war, and the Commupist gov- 
ernments may not be so studiously mod- 
erate in reacting to provocation as the 
Western governments have been. 


But simply to talk of liberation, as Mr. 
Eisenhower has done, is to warrant con- 
demnation for the very thing he attacks 
in the present Administration—‘“loud poli- 
cies and faint deeds.” 

This is a matter on which the deeds 
should precede proclamation of the policy. 
But the proclamation has begun, and it 
will be worth seeing whether any precision 
about. ways and means.is hammered out 
before November. )

Between Book. Ends 


Washington’s Secret Service 


THE SECRET ROAD, by 8ruce Lancaster, (Little, 

Brown & Co., 259 pgs., $3.50.) 

For an historical novelist the American 
Revolution is an unending source of: inspi- 
ration, a stream that never runs dry. 
Bruce Lancaster is one of the ablest of the 
romancers who have mingled fact with fic- 
tion, and he has managed for the most part 
to keep out of the wide areas pre-empted 
by his predecessors, though his “Guns of 
Burgoyne” dealt with the same campaign 
as Kenneth Roberts’ immensely popular 
“Rabble in Arms.” His latest novel is 
based on recent historical research into 
George Washington’s Secret Service with 
its center in occupied New York, from 
which spies and couriers made their haz- 
ardous way through Long Island, crossing 
the Sound in Caleb Brewster’s fleet of 
whaleboats to bring the latest news to 
headquarters. 

“The Secret Road” 
begins in the summer 
of 1778, when’ there 
was little doubt in 
the British mind that 
the war’ was almost 
over. Thé Conti- 
nental Army had re- 
treated into West- 
chester and Connec- 
ticut, and the Revo- 
lution had become a 
series of bloody raids 
and reprfsals. The 
last stronghold on 
which the faté of the 
war ‘depended was 
West .Point, across the Hudson, command- 
ed by the traitor Benedict Arnold. The 
only light on the horizon was the French 
fleet of 10,000 men heading slowly for 
Newport. 


In New York, however, a courageous 
young patriot, Robert Townsend, merchant 
and gossip columnist for Rivington’s Ga- 
zette, is in a perfect position to watch 
every movement of the British command 
and report them rapidly to Major Tall- 
madge, the American Army’s intelligence 
officer in Connecticut. The reader is al- 
lowed only one glimpse of Townsend at 
the beginning of “The Secret Road” when 
Lt. Grant Ledyard, the fictional hero, es- 
capes from a British warship and runs into 
his sheltering arms. 

Fiction overwhelms fact when Lt. Led- 
yand is concerned. During the. course of 
the novel he is to some degree responsible 
for three major victories during this peril- 
ous year. _When the news of the approach 
of the French reaches the British, Ledyard 
sends false dispatches to New York re- 
sage an immediate American offensive. 

e is watching at night on the beach at 
Fairfield when the entire British fleet, 
heading for Newport, turns back to its 
home port. Later he is sent to a Long 
Island mansion, the home of young Town- 
send’s father, to look for a British agent 
known as John Anderson who seems to be 
involved in strange rumors concerning 
Benedict Arnold and West Point. He 
discovers that John Anderson is Sir Henry 
Clinton’s aide, Major André, . a gallant - 
young officer who was engaged to secure 
the surrender of West Point.- Ledyard in- 
tercepts a letter which puts the entire plot 
in his hands. A wild dash through Con- 
necticut to the Hudson enables him to be 
present at Andre’s capture. 

Most of the episodes in which Ledyard 
are involved; with the exception of the 
rescue of the French gold sent from New- 
port to bolster the Revolution, 
are, as Mr. Lancaster states $ preface, 
based on fact. § HARRISON SMITH.

CPISUOPALIANS STUDY 


POPE'S VIEW OF QUEST 
OF WORLD MYSTERES 


‘Completely Improbable’ Man. 
Will Solve Last Ones, 
He Tells Astronomers. 


CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, 
Sept. 8 (UP)—Pope Pius XII told 
the world’s foremost astronomers 
yesterday it is “completely im- 


ed investigator’ ever will solve 
“the mysteries locked up in the 
physical universe.” 

The reason, the Pope told more 
than 400 astronomers in a special 
audience, is that “atom-sized” man 
on this “microscopic stardust” 
called earth is human. Only God 
“omnipotently creates, conserves 
and governs,” he said. 

The Pope received delegates 
from the eighth general assembly 
of the International Astronomical. 
Congress in which astronomers 
from 35 countries are participat- 
ing.

He told the scientists they 
have been able to “thrust aside 
the barriers of distance” and car- 
ry man’s knowledge a thousand 
million light years “out into the 
immensity of intergalactic space.” 

“Will this. path begun by the 
spirit of man with undisputed 
honor to himself be open indefi- 
nitely to him in the future, and 
will it be trod until he is able to 
read the very last mystery of the 
universe? 

“Or, on the contrary, is the 
mystery of nature so stupendous 
and so hidden that the human 
spirit, through its own intrinsic 
limitations and inadequacies, will 
never succeed in fathomng it 
completely? 

Pontiff’s Conclusions. 

“The answer of vigorous minds 
who have penetrated most deeply 
into the secrets of the cosmos is 
quite modest and reserved:

Relief for Under-Developed | 
Areas Considered by 
Church Convention.

BOSTON, Sept. 8 (AP)—Repre- 
sentatives of 2,500,000 Episco- 
palians today studied the problem 
of aid to meet “desperate need” 
in underdeveloped areas of the 
world, particularly in Asia and 
Africa. 

Before the big general conven- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the U.S.A., was a reso- 
lution ealling for “determined at- 
tack upon this world problem of 
desperate need in all under- 
developed territories . . and 
support of every effort to build 
up in such areas a political, eco- 
nomic, social and educational 
foundation necessary for the 
achievement of human freedom.” 

“Even if the Soviet state col- 
lapsed tomorrow,” the resolution 
said, ‘there could be no assurance 
of world peace until this problem 
is mastered.” 

Delegates representing the two 
branches of the church's legisla- 
ture gathered for the opening 
business session after a com- 
munion service in fashionable 
Trinity church. Attending were 
more than 2000 bishops, clergy- 
men, lay delegates and visitors. 

The convention opened last 
night with a sermon by the Rt. 
Rev. Henry Knox Sherrill, presid- 
ing bishop. 

“War and rumors of war,” he 
said, “international misunder- 
standing at home, shocking rev- 
elations of lowered moral stand- 
ards-in public and private life, 
massive attacks upon the Christ- 
ian faith and practice, with seri- 
ous limitations upon freedom of 
worship—these are the _ stern 
realities which do more than 
hamper the life of the church.” 

He called on Episcopalians to 
join “the wider fellowship of the 
Christian church,” saying: “In 
these days no church, no matter 
how strong she conceives herself 
to be, can stand alone.”

To Be Produced by Metropolitan 


Two, and Possibly Three, Specially Adapted 
Performances Are Planned for 


Program Starting Nov. 9.

NEW YORK, Sept. 8 (AP)— 
The Metropolitan Opera Company 
will produce two, and possibly 
three; operas in English for a 
nation-wide audience on “Omni- 
bus,” a 90-minute television pro- 
gram to be sponsored this fall by 
the TV-radio workshop of the 
Ford Foundation, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Choice of operas and casts*for 
the specially adapted television 
performances will be announced. 
However, the operas produced for 
the Ford Foundation will feature 
the opera company’s outstanding 
artists and conductors, the an- 
nouncement said. 

“Omnibus” will have its pre- 
miere over CBS-TV Sunday, Nov. 
9. The show will depart from its 
planned format, which will fea- 
ture diversified entertainment, to 
devote an entire program to each 
opera, 

The Metropolitan Opera has 
been seen on television three 
times before. In each case, how- 
ever, the operas were televised 
directly frém the stage during 
regular “Met” performances. The 
first performance was “Otello” in 
Italian on Nov. 29, 1948. Then 
came “Der Rosenkavalier” in 
German on Nov. 21, 1949, and 
“Don Carlos” in Italian on Nov. 
6, 1950. 

Presentation of the operas es- 
pecially for television represents 
the first accomplishment of the 
Metropolitan’s TV department, 
established in 1951 by General 
Manager Rudolf Bing. 

“One of the aims is to develop 


new techniques of stage-craft,” 
Bing said when he organized the. 
department, “and of direction of 
televised opera rather than the 
adaptation of techniques of the 
opera house stage. TV as a new 
mass medium has come to stay 
and offers unlimited possibility 
for opera.”

Sedgman-McGregor doubles tri- 
umph are enough to win the best 
three-of-five series. 

As for the other two singles 
matches, it looks now as if the 
Aussies will use either McGregor 
or Rose for them. McGregor was 
unable to play in the nationals 
because of a muscle sprain, but 
he is the Aussie singles champion. 
And Rose whirled through the na- 
tionals until he was beaten by 


Sedgman in the semi-finals. 
Against this array of stars, the 
United States lineup looks weak. 
The ancient Mulloy, with lots of 
rest, might be terrific for one 
singles assignment, but his quick 
rout by Sedgman leaves slim 


hope. 

Seixas of Philadelphia, 
ranked No. 1 nationally and just 
named Davis Cup playing captain, 
was beaten in five sets by young 
Rosewall in an early round. Dick 
Savitt, the Orange (N.J.) giant 
with the big potential, was blast- 
ed by Rose in straight sets in the 
quarter-finals. Young Ham Rich- 
ardson of Baton Rouge, La., beat- 
en in straight sets by Mulloy in 
the semi-finals, hasn’t reached 
cup stature.

“San Francisco has plenty of 
‘dream plans’ for highways,” said 
Robert W. Graver, an engineer 
with the California State Auto- 
mobile Association.

Outstanding is .the Bayshore 
Freeway, a by-pass of U.S. High- 
way 101, main coastal route, start- 
ing south of San Jose and more 
than 50 miles south of San Fran- 
cisco.

'O, you think dating “comes naturally” to young people and 

“because of their instinct and common sense they have no 

troubles? Perhaps you think young people can solve their 
own problems without any help from grown-ups? 

“Everyone who ‘has worked with young people knows this 
js mot true. They frequently are quite bewildered by dating 
situations. And there certainly is plenty that understanding 
and sympathetic grown-ups can do for them, especially those 
who have made a serious study of adolescent problems. 

One of the most common problems put to me by girls con- 
cerns the method of getting dates. However, a survey made 
- by Psychologists H. H. Remmers and C, G.: Hackett revealed 
that the greatest dating problem of several thousands of senior 
high schoo] girls was, “I don’t know how to refuse a date.”

BUT LET’S GET to the dating problems. of boys first. 
Here is what the researchers found: 

I don’t have a girl friend—41 per cent.

Injections for Child 


By Angelo Patri 


XPERIENCED pediatricians advise that certain injections 
F for the prevention of illness be given young children. A 

question that often comes to me is, “Is it right to give little 
children injections?” I can only say that this is a field for 
the trained expert, the pediatrician. -He, knowing the effects 
of such injections, knowing the child, is the only one to answer. 

My experience with many children tells me that such in- 
jections have not only prevented illnesses, but they have saved 
the livés of children who, if they had not had them, would 
have passed out of this world. 

When the health doctor asked me to co-operate with him 
in having the children in the school take the Schick test for 
diptheria, I drew back.* I thought it would be a great shock 
to them and to their parents. The doctor asked me to think 
about it and I promised I would study all I could find about it. 

ee 

VERY SOON AFTER HIS VISIT, a little child I knew 
well fell stricken by diptheria. I, with his mother, had to 
stand by and see him die. That is something one cannot for- 
get. I asked the doctor if-he thought, if he could promise, 
that by taking the test he proposed, the children would be 
spared that terrible disease, and he said yes. 

Now I called the mothers of the school children, told 
them the story in their own language, for this was in a dis- 
trict where foreign-born parents lived, and asked the doctor 
to explain in his turn. The mothers listened, nodded their 
heads and asked, “If this is done, the children will not have 
diptheria?” 

“The chances are that only a few, a very few children 
who take this test will have that illness.” So the whole school 
group was vaccinated against diptheria. The following spring, 
at the time this scourge used to appear, we had two children, 
younger than school age, ill with it, and one death. 

* 

THAT IS MY EXPERIENCE. Resistance to iNness, the 
effect of injections, are matters that vary with the individual 
child, with the attitude of the parents. What to do must de- 
pend first on the degree of acceptance of illness the parents 
have, and the degree of acceptance they have regarding the 
injections. This creates problems that only the experienced 
pediatrician can shoulder responsibility for.

“The cock crows on its own 
dunghill.” 
HE correspondent who in- 
T auires about this old proverb 
asks also to have its meaning 
made clear. 

The cock is familiar enough in 
metaphor in allusion to the char- 
acteristic of self-esteem, to as- 
sumption of superiority, as, for 
example, in the phrase, “cock of 
the walk.” Another very old say- 
ing, ‘“‘Nourish a cock but offer it 
not in sacrifice,” approaches the 
matter from another angle, the 
reference being to the cocks’ 
position in ancient mythology, 
where he was held sacred to cer- 
tain deities and therefore could 
not be sacrificed. 

“The cock crows on his own 
dunghill” is understood to signify 
that is quite safe to boast on 
one’s own territory or in one’s 
own domain, where one is free 
from challenge — in other words, 
you can talk big in your own 
bailwick. 

William Congreve, writing his 
plays at the turn of the 17th 
century, wrote, “Every cock will 
fight upon his own dunghill.” But 
the proverb was already old a 
century and a half earlier, when 
Heywood listed it in the celebrat- 
ed “English Proverbes” as “Every 
cock is proud on his own dung- 
hill.” Thus the histery of the say- 
ing in: English. Actually it is a 
borrowing from classical anti- 
quity. Seneca, the Roman philo- 
sopher, used it in his writings, 
and before him, in the first cen- 
tury B. C., Publilius Syrus num- 
bered among his epigrams, “A 
cock has great influence upon 
his own dunghill.”

One day she failed to show up 
after lunch on the “Annie Get 
Your Gun” .set. She 'was ousted 
from the picture and replaced 
with Betty Hutton. 
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THE STUDIO also tussled 
with her over her excess pound- 
age when she made “Summer 
Stock.” The picture was a 
headache from start to finish, 
and Miss Garland was given 
her freedom when it was over. 

James Cagney was a prime 
battler in his heyday at Warn- 
ers. Once he left the studio and 
sought work elsewhere. No 
other major studio would hire 
him, since they feared legal 
complications. So Cagney 
aligned with a small company 
named Grand National. After 


the firm became defunct, he 
drifted back to Warners, where 
he won an Oscar for “Yankee 
Doodle Dandy.” 

Among others who have tiffed 
with Warners are Bette Davis, 
Joan Leslie and Lauren Bacall.

Lewis staged a sitdown strike 
with their producer, Hal Wal- 
lis, this year. They wouldn't 
work until they got a bigger 
share of the profits. Being the 
biggest attraction in show busi- 
ness today, they got their way. 

Teresa Wright got her release 
and a blast from Samuel Gold- 
wyn after she refused to go on 
a publicity tour for one of his 
pictures. 

And then there’s the story of 
an academy award star who re- 
cently won a new contract per- 
mitting him to do outside pic- 
tures and television. He made a 
picture on location for his 
studio. When it was finished, 
the entire sound track was dis- 
covered to be ruined by sand 
blowing against the micro- 
phone, 

The star was asked to dub 
the whole picture with new 
sound.

HERE is a playful name, in- 
T vented long ago, for a person 
who does so much reading 
that he has little time for other 
things. The nickname of “book- 
worm” was given to such a one, 
Time proved that many so0- 
called “bookworms” grew to be 
learned men. Sometimes they 
rose to fame, and those who had 
laughed at them stopped laugh- 


ing. 
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THE READING of good books 
is helpful to anyone. It is hard 
to see. how value can come from 


‘| being a “comic bookworm,” but 


there are thousands of worthwhile 
books in public libraries. 

People need what is known as 
“balance.” It seems to me that 
boys and girls grow up in the 
best way if they give their time 
to several fields, One of these is 
good reading; another is the 
playing of games, 

My plan today, however, was 
to talk about true bookworms. 
These are members of the insect 
tribe. We may speak of them as 
young insects, even though they 
have wormlike forms. 

All through my. life, I have 
heard about bookworms. I rarely 
have seen them, but récently, 
while looking through old vol- 
umes which had been in storage 
for years, I found two or three. 

People speak of bookworms as 
though only one true kind existed, 
but actually there are several 
kinds. Some come from eggs laid 
by beetles. Others hatch from 
the eggs of small brown moths.

LARVA and BEETLE 


A BOOKWORM from the bro 
moth has six legs, but certain 
other bookworms (as the youbg 
of deathwatch beetles) are with- 
out legs. A deathwatch book- 
worm has a small body (like that 
of a grub in a hazelnut) but its 
jaws are strong. Me 

Bookworms tunnel through 
books to obtain food, They se@m 
to like the binding best. Some of 
them sprang from wood-boring 
insects, and these can cut through 
wood in book covers, 

A bookworm may go through 
two or more books, A Frenchman 
reported finding 27 volumes, 
standing side by side, pierced by 
a tunnel made by a single béék- 
worm! ul 

Thanks to chemicals used -in 
making various kinds of paper, 
bookworms have a harder time 
nowadays than in years gone by. 
To a large extent they are pests 
ef the past,
